MERVIN B. REDDICK, 2 Creston Park, Dorchester, . 
Massachusetts, advised that he was recently laid off fron 
his employment in Massachusetts and is currently vacationing 
in the Middle West. REDDICK stated he is at the present 
time visiting with a friend, LLOYD GREEN, 5414 South Ellis, 
Chicago, Illinois, REDDICK stated that following the 
termination of hs employment, he traveled to Little Rock, 
Arkansas, arriving there on July 3, 1960. He stated thatthe, 
his wife and son visited at the residence of CARRIE WATSON, 
bis wife's mother, 3722 West 17th Street, Litt2e@ Rock, 
Arkansas. REDDICK stated that he remained at that residence 
until July 15, 1960, at which time he left for Chicago. He 
stated that he was in Little Rock for thevwhole period from 
July 3 through 15, 1960, with thecexception of a brief visit 
to Hot Springs, Arkansas, on July 12, 1960. 


REDDICK advised that it had been his intention that 
his wife, VERL REDDICK, and his son would come to Chicago 
with him on July 15, 1960, however, his son became ill and 
upon the advice of a physician in Little Rock will stay 
at the WATSON residence until July 21, 1960, at Whiéhiitame Mrs. 
REDDICK and the boy will fly to Dorchester, Massachusetts. 


REDDICK stated that on Monday, July 11, 1960, 

he and his wife attended a party at the residence of WILKIE 
WOODS in Little Rock, whose address he cannot recall. He 
stated that they arrived at the party at approximately 9:15 
p.m. and departed from the party some time after midnight, 
but before 1:00 a.m. on July 12, 1960. REDDICK stated though 
he left at this hour the party continued for a short peridd 
thereafter. REDDICK stated that about ten persons were present 
at the party and of these only his wife and WILLIE WOODS were 
known to him. He stated that it is his understanding that 
those, present at the party were students at some school in 
the Little Rock area.

REDDICK stated that nothing of an unusual nature 
occurred at the party while he was present. He stated that 
he observed no incidents of excessive drinking and he knows 
that no references were made to bombings, explosions, racial

that while those in attendance are unknown to him he is 
confident that his wife and WILLIE WOODS would know the 
identities of all persons present. 


REDDICK stated that he and his wife were picked up 
at the WATSON residence by WILLIE WOODS and were driven to 
the party in a 1959 black Ford, four door sedan, bearing 
Arkansas plates, white side wall tires and a gold strip 
on the car's side. This car REDDICK stated belonged to 
WILLIE WOODS. .He stated that, WOODS drove he and his wife 
directly to the party and also drove them back to the 
WATSON residence after they had left the party. REDDICK 
stated that only his wife and WOODS were present in the 
car both Boing to and returntng from the party, and that 
nothing of an unusual nature was noted by him. 


REDDICK stated that he did not see a 1960 white 
Ford on the night of the part# nor did he notice’ the auto- 
mobile of others at the party. He. stated that his 
knowledge of the bombing at Little Rock came over the car 
radio the following day, July 12, 1960, while he was en 
route to Hot Springs, Arkansas for a brief visit. 


REDDICK stated at this point that certain of the 
facts just furnished by him were not true and that he wished 
to clarify them. He pointed out that he and his wife were 
not driven to and from the party in question by WILLIE WOODS 
but rather he and his wife drove to and from the party in 
Bis car belonging to his wife's mother, CARRIE WATSON. He des- 
Grthed this car as a 1956, four door, Chevrolet sedan with 
-a light brown top and a ¢ream body, bearing Arkansas license 
plates and a metal sunvisor above the windshield. REDDICK 
stated that only he and his wife were in the automobile both 
going to and returning from the party. He repeated that 
during the course of this trip they observed nothing of an 
unusual nature.

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REDDICK explained that he had lied in his original 
statement but he had done so because he does not have an 
automobile operators license. He stated that the latter 
version is true and since he has corrected this all of the 
details as furnished by. him are acdurate. REDDICK advised 
that he does not recall the routes taken to and from the 
party since this wasibis first Visit to Little Rock, Arkansas. 
He stated that his wife maybe able to recall the routes 
taken. He added that he knows that they drove directly to 
and from the party from the WATSON residence. 


REDDICK stated that he has no knowledge of the 


bombing in Little Rock nor is he able to recall any further 
information concerning the bombing in question.
